It will be known 
as the Dunbar av playground, and will 
be located ad.tolnlng the Dorchester 
High School for Boy.s. 



^o pinuiiea oy t:ommlssioner Liong of 
the Park Department, it will be one 
of the finest ploygrounds In the city, 
located on 11 acres of land secured 
partly from the School Department, 
and partly through purchase by the 
city. It will Include particularly a 
play space In front of the school for 
general use, on which there will bt a 
full-sized ha.seball diamond and 
another smaller one, a rtmnlng track of 
eight lap.s to the mile, and ground for 
a football field with bleachers. 

Farther away from this general 
space will be located a special small 
playground for girls and boys, with 
the usual equipment of swings, .see- 
saw and open space sbadded by trees. 
The playground also will be, equipped 
with a field house, with a portion of it 
set aside for larger boys and men. A 
marginal fence; will be used to define 
the edges of the playgiound and to 
prevent stray balls frotn entering the 
neighboring private propert.v.

It is estimated that the entire un- 
dertaking will cost $50,000 or more, 
perhaps as much as $100,000, Mayor 
Curley said this morning, for which 
$.10,000 i.i now available. This sum will 
i^e used to start the undertaking by 
the grading of the land and the con- 
struction of the baseball-football field. 
In connection with this proposal. Ma.y- 
cr Curley this morning was asked to 
autograph a, colored photostat copy of 
the architect's design for the play- 
ground, and when he did so. Mayor 
Curley inscribed it: "A monument to 
the determination of Councilor Wll 
son." 

This morning also Mayor Curley ap- 
l^proved plans prepared by Commission- 
er Long of the Park Department for 
improvements on the Strandway in 
the neighborhood of the new L-st 
Bathouse. This new btillding Is one of 
the most attractive in the city, but 
its surroundings have been unsightly 
and unkempt, with ragged grass plots 
fllied with ruts made by automobiles. 
The approach to the building also is 
inadequate to the size and appear- 
ance of It. 

To correct these conditions Commis- 
sioner Long Is planning to instal curb- 
stones to define the edges of the cen- 
tral grass plot. 

Masonry buffers also will be used fo 
prevent automobiles fitim running over 
these curbs, and permanent seats are 
to bo Installed in the grass surfaces, 
while the grass Itself will be Improved 
and paths added. This impromement. 
will extend in general all along the 
Strandway. 

Opposite the entrance to the bath- 
house a, wide Apansn of roadway ig 
to be arranged, flanked by special elec- 
trie light standard masonry buffers, 
and two attractive flagpole standards. 
A fence also Is to be erected to pre- 
vent trespassing the shrubbery and 
grass plots near the building and im- 
provements will be made in their 
planting. The whole Is Intended to 
form an adequate and attractive met-

Plans Complete 

There was presented to JIayor Curley 
today by Chairman William P. I,onff of 
th© park department a sketch of the new 
Dunbar avenue playsround which the 
city will develop close to the Dorche.'-ter 
Junior High School.

This playground was made possible 
through the efforts of Councilor Robert 
CJardlner Wilson, .Jr., who today re- 
ceived an autographed copy of the plans 
from the mavor. 



The Daily Record prints here a letter it ham re- 
ceived from Mayor JamcM M. Curley, approving a aug- 
geation of W. H. Crawford that Boston preas and public 
ahould booat the Boston climate. 

Mr. Crawford, a New Yorker, wrote a vigorous let- 
ter, which waa printed in the Daily Record last Wednes- 
day, proteating againat exaggeration of heat proatra- 
tiona and so-called "heat deatha" in this district. 

He cited casea reported aa heat deatha which 
were shown by subsequent medical examiner findings to 
have been due to other cauaes, such as heart attack and 
electric shock. 

He praised the Boston climate and deplored any 
tendency to belittle it, citing the California method of 
taking the opposite course. 

The Daily Record forwarded a- copy of Mr. 
Crawford's letter to Mayor Curley. Here is his reply:

The 
mayor was anxiou." for an immediate 
lU'iision on the use of this money to 
speed up construction for the benefit of 
ihp unempioyed. The committee's agree- 
nicnt meant the sidetracking of the new 
Central Ciirls' High.

Authorization by Tax Commissioner 
Henry F. Long lliat the asse-ssor of Bos- 
ton may figure in the forthcoming tax i 
rate the sum of 1,020,442.57 due the city ] 
in payment ot assessments made by the 
Boston Klevated company under the 1918 
statute providing for deficita in opera- 
tion, is a windfall whicli the city authori- 
ties had hoped to receive, since the new 
Elevated legislation was passed, but 
which seemed impossible for this year's 
tax api>lication until a short time ago. 

This largo asset will mean approxi- 
mately seventy cents in the tax rate and 
comes at the time when Mayor Curloy 
and the assessors are bending every 
effort to keei) the rate from soaring owing 
to the heavy expenditures authorized by 
the city government and the lessened 
returns from income and corporalio.i 
taxes. The Klevated disbursement coun- 
teracts the loss in income taxes, whicii 
was a .severe blow to the city's nnanci:il 
experts. Tt means, in all probability, 
that the Boston assessors will be able lo 
Ueep the tax rate wltliin a dollar or 
.slightly more of the present rate ot 
$30.80, but naturally it takes no cognix- 
ance of the severely critii-al real estate 
situation as represented in the hundir s 
of appeals for tax abatements. 

Tax Commissioner LonK, In aocordaiii'e 
with the lecent statute, is sole Judge of 
the amount of reserve money eacji city 
or town may use in apjilication lo tlie 
lax rate. He has ruled thai the entire 
$1,409, 25;!. ,'i,n. including principal and in- 
terest, which Is due tv-elve cities and 
towns under the assei-smenl provision of 
the old law, is available now. But to 
date he has authorized only Boston, A\'a- 
tertown and Cambridge to make the im- 
mediate aiiplication of theii- particular 
shares. Watertown may therefore apply 
Its shaie of $20,014.21 to its forthconiliiK 
tax rate and Cambridge may apply 
$137, 719. .12.

Mayor Curley stopped short yester- 
day of a definite declaration of ap- 
proval of continuam'B of the existing 
method of disposal of Boston's refuse 
and garbage. 

The probability of tlie establishment 
of an incinerating plant In West Rox- 
bury to dispose of the refuse in that 
district, now handled by private con- 
tracts and the public works depart- 
ment, appears to be the only change 
which is now contemplated. 

Renewal of the contract of the Cole- 
man Dispo.sal Company nnder which 
the annual cost to the city for disposing 
of a jxirtion of the collections of waste 
and garbage In certain districis has 
been $345,000. is expected to be favored 
by the mayor, with ba.sis existing for 
negotiations which will result In a re- 
duction in the annual payments. 

CONTROVERSIAL PROBLEM 

Compllcation.s which may thv.-art 
what appear to bo plans to recognize 
the Colcm.an Company for another 10- 
year period loomed so strongly yester- 
day that it seems certain that the l.s.sue 
of refuse and garbage dispo.sal will .soon 
become a controversial municipal prob- 
lem. 

Significance wa.s attached to the 
presence, yesterday, at a conference at 
City Hall of ex-Senator Thomas F. 
Curley of Dorchester, a clo.sc political 
ally of Daniel H. Coakley, who was an 
Interested follower of tlie discu.s.slon of 
the advisability of substituting Incinera- 
tion for the present method of dis- 
posal. 

Before any definite action toward 
the consummation of a new contract 
will bo possible, bids must be invited, 
and k Is reported that a New Yorlc 
firm will be a competitor of the Cole- 
man company. 

Since the expiration of the contract 
In 1922 with the Boston Development 
and Sanitary Company, the city has 
been the owner of the buildings at 
Spectacle Island, where the garbage has 
been put tlirough a reduction process, 
as well as wliai-ves and receiving sta- 
tion.s used exclusively for refuse and 
garbage. 

MAY REMOVE MVCIIINTRY 

The machinery' at the L'-land plant Is 
tho property of the disposal company, 
but It tlio pnlicy followed In 1921 i.'; 
continued, contractors W'lU be Invited 
to bid, contingent upon the speedy re- 
moval of the machinery of the Coleman 
concern. 

At yestercii-y'.'! conference, the speak- 
ers were mainly from Kast Bo.ston and 
Dorchester and identified with im- 
provement associations in tho.sc di.s- 
trlct^. East Baslon voiced a concerted 
protest against tho offensive conditions 
re.nultant from the establl.shment of a 
series of dumps in that district, with 
the result that Mayor Curley Instructed

Public Works Commissioner Rourke to 
Immediately tnvestigato and to eradi- 
cate -whatever evils arc found. 

Mrs. Henry D. Tudor of the Women's 
Municipal I;ea!;ue placed that orgaaiiza- 
tlon on record in favor of incineration. 

The only intelligent discu.ssinn of the 
municipal problem was the talk of Al- 
bert Brown, ropre?enting City Employers 
Union, 14!), wlio empha:,iKd the sub- 
stantial reduction In the collection of 
solid refu.se during the past 10 years 
becau.se of the subsRtutlon of oil and 
?as for coal. 

Ho called the attention of the mayor 
to the fact that 6.'i per cent, of present 
-ollections are combu.stib!e materials 
while the ciuantltv of cinders, ashes and 
;olid materials is but 3.1 per cent. He 
favored the estalilisluncnt of Incinerat- 
ing plants. In response to a question 
by the mayor about the source of mate- 
rials witli which to continue the reclam- 
ation of marsh and swamp lands Brown 
as.^crted that "cartons and wooden 
boxes do not make very good tilling." 

The mayor injected the statement 
that if there has been tlie reduction 
In the collection of solid material 
claimed bv Brown, there .should be a 
reduction in the co.st of disposal In the 
new contract. ^ , .

More than $1,000,000 was placed offi- 
cially at the dispo.sal of Mayor Curley 
and his board of assessors today in help- 
ing them fix the tax rate for this year. 
EL KEPAY-S ASSESSMENT 

It has been hinted at City Hall for 
some months that the mayor and as- 
sessors had something "up their sleeve" 
to keep the lax rai^ dowii to the pres- 
ent figure of $30.80 or holding it to a 
minnnum increase, but not until offi- 
cial word came from the State House 
was it revealed that the $1,000,000 or 
more is available for thLs year. 

The money, more definitely placed at 
$1,020,000, is the city of Boston's share 
of a return to certain cities and towns 
by the Boston Elevated Railway Com- 
pany. These cities and towns were 
ta.\ed a few years bac kto meet a deficit 
of the road. Now, under the law ap- 
Iilying to the road, the money is to be 
paid back. 

The $1,020,000 is In repjaymcnt of an 
a.ssessment on Baston amounting to 
$953,000. with interest. Tax Commis- 
sioner Long let it be known that he is 
similarly favoring Cambridge and Wa- 
tertown in allowing the amounts due 
from the road to be applied in figuring 
the tax rates for 1931. 

Tire $1,020,000 to the city of Boston, 
according to word from the Slate House, 
will have a 66-cents bearing on the 1931 
tax rate. On the basis of the 1930 valu- 
ation this amo\mt would mean a 54-cent 
bearing. Prom this date, it is assumed 
lliat there is a noticeable decrease in 
valuation for 1931 as figured by the as- 
sessors.

Rebukuig those who buse tlipir argu- 
ment for aljandonment of those islands 
on the difficulty of dcfcndinu them, he 
drew a comijari.son with the Panama 
canal, which likewise, he said. L's vul- 
lerablc and hard to defend. l)ut its 
alue to the United States is o!)vious 
P-nd apparent. Such reasons for aban- 
Kloning American responsibilities in the 
Philippines he declared are not worthy 
of America. 

Capt. William S. Brown. D. S. C, was 
nhairman of the banquet committee and 
unreduced the members of the Legion 
af Valor and ijrominent guests, all ",1 
whom were giien an ovation. Lt.-Gcn. 
Edward L. Logan wa.s introduced as 
toa.stma.ster and presented Mayor Curlcy 
and Senator Bingham.

They feared that we might ex- 
ploit these milliona of Malays and 
attempt to make money r.t their 
expen.sp. They feared we might 
copy the history of cc.loni.'.aLion as 
practiced by some of the European 
nations Their fears were not well 
founded. Wc sent thousands of 
school teachers to aid in giving the 
millions of Filipinas a common 
tongue. 

There arc still more than .'if) lan- 
guages spoken in the Philippines. 
Today more Filipinos understand 
the English language than the 
Spanish or any of the native dia- 
lects. We sent scores of our best 
physicians to help combat tropical 
diseases, and wc reduced the 
plagues of cholera and sm.allpox to 
a mimimuiu Eventiiallv we gave 
them a Irce mar'.:et for their prifl- 
ucc. free entry for their sugar, cop- 
ra and cocoaniit oil 

Wc raised them from r>. condition 
whore they had to li' c from hand 
to mouth, like so many East Indian 
coolies, to one of relalive lieahh ■,\::t\ 
pros]icrity. Ho Ihe anii-inipcrial- 
kts, finding tl'.eir fears groundless, 
very largely abandnntri their ef- 
forts.

can visitor, seeing that the Phil- 
ippine Legislature made the laws,

Philippine independence, not with 
aiiv view of bcnelitting the Plli- 
pino.s, but from frankly selfish mo-

But the con- 
ference with the Mayor last week 
caused a complete change tn plans. 

Mayor Cut ley requested the board to 
rusn plans for construction in order 
to help the unemployment situation 
this Fall. Ho suggebtfcd that the new 
Public Latin School be built as the 
and had been bought.

Chairman Hurley stated that before 
the Dorchester High School for Girls 
could be built, the location had to be 
decided upon. He said he was opposed 
to the Grove Hall location and favored 
ths Meeting House Hill site. 

Councilor-Israel Ruby spoke in favor 
of Grove Hall. City Councilor Fian- 
cl« E. Kelly made a strong address in 
favor of Meeting House Hill as a site, 
itatlng that it was in the center of 
the Dorchester school population, and 
that In asking for this location he rep- 
resented the majority of the people of 
Dorcheflter 

Chairman Hurley said the committee 
could not vote on a site without know- 
ing the exact center of school popula- 
tion. A motion was passed requesting 
the Board of Assistant Superintendents 
to make a survey, showins the exact 
figures In districts of Dorchester, what 
»JIect the sites would have on the Dor- 
chester or Roxbury dl.strlct. and what 
effect, if any, either site would have 
on lessening the overcrowded Central 
Virls' High School. 

James J. Mahar. engineer, was ques- 
tioned as to how soon active work 
could be begun on the new Publio 
Latin School.

Goodwin Denies 

Deal with Mayor 

4t Warm Hearing Before Fi- 
nance Commission on 
Ice Cream Contracts 



During the public hearing which the 
Finance Commission pave to City Coun- 
olUor Francis K. Kelly of Dorchester, 
yesterday, in connection with the ice 
cream contract for Ward 15, on July 4. 
Kelly alleged that Goodwin had agreed 
not to Investigate the city administration 
with the understanding that Mayor Cur- 
ley would support hlni for mayor in 1933. 
Goodwin leaped to his feet to deny the 
accusation, adding that "Mayor Curley 
has never supported a Republican." 

The hearing developed into a political 
meeting, it lasted for five hours with 
every opportunity for the councillor to 
support hi.s claim that the city had paid 
$360 for ice cream which, he charged, had 
never been delivered at Ronan Park, 
Dorchester. There was testimony that 
about 1000 bricks melted and that some 
of it went back to the factory but Chair- 
man Goodwin ruled that no evidence of 
alleged larceny liad been shown, and tn 
this opinion he was supported by Judge 
Joseph A. Sheehan of the commission. 

Responsibility for the failure of the 
children to get all the ice cream waf 
placed by Chairman Goodwin upon Coun- 
cilor Kelly for refusing to take It wher 
the truck driver arrived with the loac 
which had been ordered by the public 
celebrations department from John F 
Glynn, brother of former Fire Commla 
sloner Theodore A. Glynn. For accepting 
an order of ice cream which he hac 
ordered from another firm, Councilot 
Kelly was accused by Chairman Goodwlr 
of violating the city charter, which pro 
hiblts members of the city council frorr 
making contracts for the city. In this 
connection Edmund T^. Dolan, directoi 
of public celebrations, has ruled that 
Councilor Kelly must pay his own bill foi 
$240 worth of ice cream.

An intimation yesterday that Mayor 
Curley will refuse to approve the pro- 
posed method of enlarging ihe court- 
house made no impression on the coun- 
cil yesterday after it was discovered 
that the acceptance of the act termi- 
nates the authority of the council. 

The bill .■specifies that a commission 
to be appointed by the Governor, mayor 
and chief Justice of the .supreme court 
shall have exclusive control of the loca- 
tion of the addition to the courthouse. 

Councilman Robert Gardiner WiLson, 
Jr., of Dorchester sought to obtain ac- 
ceptance of the act yesterday but the 
emphasis which he laid on the 
emergency preamble of the act evoked 
from Councilman Ruby the retort that 
the oouncilmen, who have served for 
more than two years, are so well

The council must accept the act be- 
fore Jan. 1.

nurses' home. Mayor Ciirlov rcfiucsted 
the council ,vosterciay to approv the 
Rale for appioximately $l,in,uuu, adding 
that the city li.ns no further ti'- lor the 
land.

' aiderable discii.'jsion took pla<-e in ex- 
'eculive committee over the difforence 
between tlie a.s.ses:iori value of the 
land. $78,000. and the $]2,'j,0O0 which is 
its punha.'^e price, set hy the present 
owner. Curtis & Pope, a lumber firrn. 

Tt was hroucht out that the land 
represented an original investment by 
the firm of $110,000. and that nearby 
parcels of land have, within recent 
years sold for less than the price per 
foot asked for tins property. The «x- 
ec\itive committee, however, voted 
"ought to pass," but in the later ses- 
sion of the Council the matter was 
laid on the table. 

Recreation Facilities 

A similar fate met an order Intro- 
dticed by Councilor Bush as. a com- 
mittee ciiairman for an additional ap- 
propriation of $.i0.000 to make possible 
the construction of recreational facili- 
ties nt L,ong Island. The original ap- 
propriation of $200,000 proved to be in- 
sufFlt lent, the lowest bid amotmting to 
more, anrl the highest to $28,000. The 
(Order was rejected, however, after 
which Councilor Bush moved reconsid- 
eration and assignment to the next 
meeting. 

The high school question arose in 
two resolutions. Councilor Ruby ask- 
ing the School (.■oniinittee for informa- 
tl(ui in regard to all the land available 
for school buildings, but not yet used 
for that purpose. In this connection 
ho severely criticized the School Com- 
mittee tor not using the Grove Hall 
site for the Dorchester Girls' High 
School, without <hoosing some other 
site.

' The Registrar of Motor Vehiciles 
also came in for criticism from Coun- 
cilor Curtis in a resolution protesting 
against his practice "in suspending 
licenses for minor offenses without a 
hearing."

Representatives from all parts of the 
country gathered as delegates of lodgeo 
of Knights of Pythias whose member- 
ship was exclusively of the Negro race. 
Deiegetcs extolled the men of the 
ccunlry who had fought and died to 
make possible the emancipation of the 
American Negro. 

The invocation was pronounced by 
Rev D. S. Klugh. The greeting of the 
Commonwealth was given by Stato 
Registrar of Motor Vehicles Morgan 
T. Ryan who lepresented Gov Kly. 
Maj Edward J. Sampson of the Gov- 
ernor's staff ^vas also a guest. 

Reguitrsr Ryan said it was fitting 
that these people from all parts of the 
country should gather In FancuH Hall, 
the Cradle of Ijibcrly. 

Mayor Curley said the gathering was 
the most unusual he had ever attended 
in the Hall and added. "Yo>ir organiza- 
tion is helping to make a reality that 
guarantee of equality which is largely 
a theory even in America. Yo\i have 
onlv about 2000 members in Massachu- 
setts. 

"We are a country of organization 
and .^■ou^ people need strong organize,-, 
lion to open up the road to progress, 
to make It a little broader for the 
t>Iack man in America. No people in 
this rountrj' has been harder hit than 
your people,'* 

Mayor Curley called attention to the

Fourteen City Hospital nurses will 
be discliarRcd today as the resu!t of 
the protest of City Councillor John 
F. Dowd of Koxbury that ihcy were 
aliens, holding official positions while 
citizen nurses could find no work. 

In an order sent last nigln by 
Mayor Curley to Dr. John J. Dow- 
ling, hospital superinteiulcnl, the 
nurses w;re ordered discharged in 
view of the opinion handed down by 
Corporation Counsel Samuel Silver- 
man, that the State law required that 
preference be given to citizens. 



WILL AFFECT HUNDREDS 

That this decision will throw Into th» 
jobless army hundreds of niii-scs em- 
ployed at. State hospitals and other 
municipal hospitals was the opinion ex- 
pressed last night by legal onicials, 
who pointed out that the law applied 
not only to Boston but to all other 
cities and to the State as well. Many 
of these mstitutiona have drawn th» 
largest quota of their student nurses 
from the Canadian provinces.

MoyoT CuMay apputteA xaat«raa.y t« 
relatives and friends of MB of Boston's 
World War dead to cooperate In the 
endeavor to obtain their nhotographs 
for inclusion in a permanent gallery 
of the 945 men and women who died 
In the service of the Nation In the war. 

Reproduction of the photographs In 
Imperishable gold engravings within 
attractive and indestructible bronze 
frames, to which is attached a plate 
upon which are Inscribed the name and 
date of death, will be the preliminary 
to their display in the high schools of 
the districts which the war victims 
attended, or in which they resided 
when they entered the service. 

Cooperative action by the Mayor, the 
City Council and the School Committee 
has made available sufficient funds 
with which to meet the coat of the 
gallery of Imperishable portrait-en- 
gravings which it is expected will ul- 
timately hang in a memorial or shrine 
which Boston will dedicate to the 
heroes of the World War. 

To date requests to relatives of the 
war dead have been productive of but 
400 photographs. To stimulate Interest 
In securing a complete collection and 
' to make possible the consummation 
of plans to display the portraits for 
the first time as a feature of the cele- 
bration of Armistice Day, Mayor Cur- 
ley has assumed personal supervision 
of the campaign to obtain the much- 
wanted photographs. 

Emphasis was placed today upon the 
fact that ordinary photographs dete- 
riorate and become valueless, but re- 
production In Imperishable material 
wlil guarantee that Boston's war de«d 
will be preserved In photographic form

Mayor Curley hist night ordered the immediate discharge of 
14 nurses at City Hospital, who are non-citizens. In forwarding 
to Dr. John J. Bowling, hospital superintendent, the decision ren- 
dered by Corporation Counsel Samuel Silverman, the mayor 
scored Councillor John F. Dowd, who had demanded the removP,' 
of the girls, and secured passage of a council order requesting 

their removal.

iEleven of Women Have 
Taken Out First Papers 

The nurses at the Boston City 
Hospital not yet full-fledged citizens 
Of the United States, -("^hose employ- 
ment was officially questioned Mon- 
day by the City Council, must be 
Immediately discharged, according to 
an opinion rendered yesterday by 
Corporation Counsel Samuel Silver- 
man. 

The nurses, 14 in number, accord- 
ing to the official records, are aliens 
and, although all but three of ttiem 
have taken out their first papers to 
become citizens, are not legally em- 
ployed, the corporation counsel said, 



In his argument against the em- 
ployment of alien nurses, Councilor 
Dowd pointed out that he was In- 
formed that hundreds of citizen 
nurses, properly qualified, were unable 
to obtain employment, while aliens 
were placed at the hospital. He told 
the Council there were 28 alien nurfSb 
at the hospital, and later gave the 
Globe a list of 22 names of siT\a 
whom he said were nurses but not 
yet citizens. The official hospital list 
Monday totaled 13 names, and ap. 
parently another was added befort 
the data was submitted to Mayor 
Curley. 



Trustees Meet Tomorrow 

The opinion of Mr Silverman was 
sent to Dr John J. Dowling, superin- 
tendent of the hospital, by Mayor Cur- 
ley, and tlie matter will ofiicially be 
taken up by the trustees at their meet- 
ing tomorrow morning in Mattapan. 

The attack upon alien nurses in the 
City Council at its Monday meeting 
created a furore in ofliclal circles. An 
order, introduced by Councilor John F. 
Dowd of Roxbury, calling upon Mayor 
Curley to order their discharge, was 
passed unanimously by the Councilors. 
Wlien the order came before Mayor 
Curley he sought an opinion from the 
j corporation counsel. 

Dr Dowling said last night he had

Silverman's Report 

Corporation Counsel Silverman sub- 
mitted a long report to Mayor Curiej 
In the case. In which he cited th< 
various laws bearing upon the em- 
ployment of nurses at the City Hos- 
pital. One ordinance, of 1925, he ruled 
out as In conflict with the amended 
city charter, but, going back to 1914, 
he found a statute passed by the Leg- 
islature which reads: "On all work of 
any branch of the seri'ice of the Com- 
monwealth, or of any city or town 
therein, citizens of the Commonwealth 
shall be given preference." This, Mr 
Silverman said, "is the statute which 
relates to the Civil Service in tlie Com- 
monwealth and the cities and towns 
thereof, and because of the fact that 
It was contained in this chapter I was 
first of the Impression that it related 
only to Civil Service employes. 

"This section, however, has beer 
construed by the Supreme Court ol 
Massachusetts in the case of L*e vi 
City of Lynn. In that case the coun 
says that It applies to employes ol 
the city, whether or not they ar« 
within the classified Civil Service. 1 
therefore must advise you that thesf 
nurses who are not citizens, now em^ 
ployed by the City Hospital, must bi 
immediately removed, as Section 31 
Chapter 31, of the General Laws makei 
It a criminal oflfense for anyone tc 
appoint or employ any person In viola- 
tion of the provisions of that chapter."

The corporalion counsel advised tho 
mayor that Ihe Maswai Inisetts law Is spe- 
cific and commands th.il "on all worlt of 
any branch of the service of the Com- 
monwealth or of any city or town there- 
in. c||i-/ens of tho Common wealtli shall 
be given preference. A supreme court 
ruling lnteri)rets the law as pertaining to 
nil munielpal em[)loyees, regardless of 
any classlHcatlon witliin the civil service. 

"I therefore." ruled Silverman, "must 
advise you that these nurses who are not 
citizens now employed by tho City Hos- 
pital must lie immediately removed, ;is 
section Bl of chapter 31 of the rieneral 
Laws makes It a criminal offence for any 
one to appoint or employ any person In 
violation of the provlslonB of chanter 81."

What part of the cost of additional court 
house accommodations for Suffollc county shall 
be paid by the city and by the state? This Is 
the real question at issue in the long-continuod 
debate over the provision of increased facilities, 
the need of which is conceded by all parties. 

The original suggestion was that the state 
should pay one-tenth and the city the rest. The 
bill which the city council refused to accept la 
1929 provided that the state should contribute 
one-fifth and the city four-fifths. The legisla- 
tive act which the city councU now has under 
consideration places the state's share at three- 
tenths and the city's at seven-tenths. M. the 
contemplated expenditure is $5,000,000, the 
respective apportionments of tlie state and city 
would be $1,500,000 and $3,500,000. 

In other respects Uie act which the cltj? and 
the mayor must approve within the current 
year, If at all, is similar to the one which the 
city council failed to accept in 1020 That pro- 
vided for a commission of three members, one 
to be appointed by the mayor, another by tlie 
Governor, and the third by the chiei justice of 
the supreme judicial court. Tlie present measure 
calls for a commission of five. Tlie mayor and 
the Governor are each to select one. Tlie chi-'f 
Justices of the supreme court, the superior and 
the municipal courts are to select the other 
three Individually. The commission would have 
full and final authority over all details of plan 
ind construction. The chief limitation in the 
act stipulates that the commi.ssion shall do its 
•work within defined boundaries, reaching 
through Ashburton place to Bowdoin street, run- 
ning down Bowdoin to Cambridge street, along 
Cambridge and Court streets, and thus back to 
Penit)crton square and the "central hall of the 
present court house building." 

Tlie city holds that the stat^ should pay a 
larger part of the expense, on the ground that 
the outlay reflects far more the needs of the 
stat« than of the city. Corporation Counsel 
Silverman at the hearing last April elaborated 
this contcnticn, stating that for a total expendi- 
ture of a million the increased room required 
by the county could be obtained. All the costs 
of Suffolk county, it will be remembered, are 
paid by the city of Boston. The act provides 
that the enlarged structure ."ihall house all our 
courts and various accessorial offices, and the 
social law library.

Now simply because 
economic conditions ha\e placed 
many American nurses, wlio former- 
ly tV.ied more attractive posts in their 
profession, temporarily out of jobs, 
it appears mandatory that these faith- 
fid girls who have served the ill, com- 
forted tb.c afflicted and soothed the 
mortally stricken, he thrown out. 
Their years of devotion to duty are 
forgotten. 'I'hcy must seek other 
employment because for a time at 
least there is a surplus of nurses and 
Americans must replace those horn 
in foreign lands, who have not re- 
ixi\cil their final citizenship papers. 
1)1 a short time the demand for these 
trained dispensers of mercy will once

The clliciency of any institution 
iiinst necessarily be afTccted for the 
worse witli these wholesale changes 
in its staff.

The Press, which apparently is not on the 
friendliest term.5 with his honor, calls It "a 
perhaps foolish but harmless bit of ostentation, 
which bespeaks the man, as did the $75 mono- 
gram—purchased at the expense of the tax- 
payers—which used to decorate his car." 

Most servants of ths people do, rather para- 
doxically, Insist on the.se little perquisites. Msyoi 
Curlcy, 80 far as we know, has never flown 
Boston's flag on his Jamaicaway estate, but 
recently a small sign reading, simply, "Mayor's 
Office," has been placed above the registration 
plate of his automobile. This last Is the out- 
come of the amu.sing tagging incident on 
Province street a few weeks ago. Public office 
holders, from the President and Govemor down, 
usually enjoy such emblems of authority. Some 
members of the IjCgislaturc wanted badges. 
These emblcm.s help so mucli with -traffic police- 
men and other lesser officials who may not 
immediately recognize their posse:isors' impor- 
tance! But flags, monograms and similar in- 
sign^ also make men conspicuous to the general 
public which closely watches their progress and 
aotlvltie*— not always with admiration.

CONTRACTORS HIRE 
THEM, HE CHARGES 



Councilman John F. Dowd of Rox- 
bury yestoiday demanded of Mayor Cur- 
ley the Immediate (discharge of 261 
aliens employed by contractors engaged 
on municipal projects. 

Dowd charged that there are 143 
alleriii employed on the construction or 
alteration of schoolhouscs and that a 
check of the employes of only elgtit 
contrax'tors, holding municipal con- 
tracts, has disclosed that of a total force 
of 410 men, 110 are aliens. 

The demand of the councilman, who 
was responsible for the discharge of 
alien nurses at the City Hospital and 
Long Island Ho.?pltal, was combined 
with the specilic allegation that "con- 
tractors and executives in the employ 
of the city of Boston" are protecting 
alien workers. 

Dowd further charged that absolutely 
no effort Is being made by city officials 
i to force contractors to comply with 
state laws and city ordinances and his 
I demand on the mayor is regarded as 
the forerunner of action to compel the 
grant of preference to citizens on all 
public works. 

Dowd revealed the receipt of an in- 
dorsement by the executive committee 
of the American Nurses' Society of 
America, in Washington, of his demand 
for the removal of alien nurses, and a 
I similar indorsement by the Italian- 
American Political Club of Massachu- 
setts, 

In comment on Dowd's action. Mayor 
Curley placed on department heads the 
responsibility for any violations of the 
laws or ordinances. He made known 
Miat If his attention or that of any de- 
partment head is called to .-specific ca.ses 
of the employment of aliens, imme- 
diate action win be taken. 
The mayor said: 

The city of Baston employs di- 
rectly and indirectly 25,000 persons 
annually. It Is extremely dtfflcult 
to prevent an occasional violation 
of tile statutes with reference to 
I the employment of alien labor by 
I contractors doing work for the city. 
Under the statutes and ordinances 
it is the duty of department heads 
to prevent the employment of aliens 
and the law has been rigidly fol- 
lowed. If any cases are directod 
to the attention of any department 
head or to myself where the law 
has been violated, immediate action 
will be taken as in the past, 

STATUTES CONFUSED 

Warner so Inform.^ Dowd in Reply 

To Request 

Councilman John F. Dowd of Roxbury 
got tils statutes confused when he wrote 
to Atfy.-Gen. Warner last week seeking 
a legal opinion on the employment of 
alien nurse* and doctors in the state 
service. In his reply yesterday the 
attorney-general called the councilman's 
attention to hia oonfualon and added 



tlie aunestion mat ne «eeic furtbAr 
legal advice from the city ot Boston 
corporation counsel. 

In iila request for a clartflcation ol 
the alien employment laws, Dowd re- 
ferred to the statutes by chapter and 
sections, but those to which he referred 
related to an appropriation for the state 
commibsioner of weights and measures 
for the year 1914 and to the authoriza- 
tion of the mayor of Boston to remove 
a registrar of voters. 
The attorney-general's reply follows: 

I acknowledge receipt of your 
letter of Aug. 21 addressed to me as 
follows: 

"As a citizen of the common- 
wealth I respectfully request you to 
submit your legal opinion on sec- 
tions 19 and 31 of chapter 51 of the 
general laws of Mas.sachusetts — I 
believe of the year 1914." 

Acts of 1914. chapter ,51, has no 
.sections 19 and 31: it onlv has two 
sections, which make an appropria- 
tion for the state commis.sioner of 
weights and measures for that year. 
Your request is for an opinion on a 
matter which happened 17 years 
ago and I am inclined to think, 
therefore, that your reference is 
erroneous. 

Section 19 of chapter ,"il of the 
pi-escnt general laws authorized the 
mayor to remove one of the regis- 
trars of voters in the event all the 
regtstrars are found to be of the 
same political party and section 31 
provides that when the last day for 
regLstration of voters falls on a 
Sunday or holiday, the m-eceding 
day shall be the final day. 

As to the power of the" mayor to 
remove a registrar of voters, your 
learned corporation counsel has 
Jurisdiction to advise vou and I re- 
spectfully refer you to him.

his election. Both have political scores 
to settle with Nichols, and If a consid- 
erable number of candidates threaten 
to split the Democratic vote, either 
Pnrkmai, or Wilson r-111 seek to divide 
the Republican vote of the city. 

DEMOCRATS PLAN UNION 

To thwart the possibility of the -elec- 
tion of Nichols, Democratio lender* 
throughout the city already are dlsciw- 
slng the necessity of concentration and 
the selection of a candidate who will 
have the unified support of the ^'arious 
ward organizations. 

Maa.sfio]d, who Is said to have 
abandoned an excellent chance of re- 
cching from Gov. Ely an appointment 
to the superior court bench, which was 
given to Judge Jolm J. burns, in order 
to be free to enter the mayoralty con- 
test, believes that his showing in 1929 
entitles him to the favorable consider- 
ation of the voteis in 1933, 

It is not the present plan of the Dem- 
ocrats who arc uiging unity of action to 
accept Mansfield as their candidate but

Nichol.'; has been counting on the en- 
dorsement of the Good Government 
AsscJation. which Is appraised as worth 
something like 2.5.000 votes, and on the 
support of the city emploves. Mans- 
field's endorsement by the G. G. A. 
would be a .vi'ious blow to the hopes 
of Nichol.s. while the intense opposition 
ot Parkman and Wilson, would be a 
minor factor. 

Senator Parkman has a decisive vic-

Mr IXiwd'a 
letter to the Attorney General, accord- 
ing to the latter, cont.ilncd cstatloBs, 
but none of these referred to aliens In 
State service. j 

Mr Dowd had been quoted as having 
said he would consult the Attorney ! 
General on that subject, but Mr 
Warner makes no reference to aliens 
and gives his reasons. 

Atty Gen Warner made public at tb* 
State House yesterday a copy ot hla 
communication to Councilor Dovd. It 
reads as follows:

" 'As a citizen of this Common- 
wealth I respectfully request you to 
submit yotir legal opinion on Sectlona 
19 and 31 of Chapter 61 of the Qensral 
Laws of Massachusetts— I believe Of 
the year 1914.' 

"Acts of 1914, Chapter 51, has no 
sections 19 and 31: it only has t'WO 
sections, which make aji appropria- 
tion for tho State Commissioner of 
Weights and Measures for that year. 
Tour request la for an opinion on a. 
matter which happened 17 years ago, 
and I am Inclined to think, therefore, 
that your reference Is erroneous, 

"Sections 19 of Chapter 51 of the 
present General Laws authorizes the 
Mayor to remove one of the registrar* 
of voters In the event all the registrars 
are found to be of the same polltloal 
party, and Section 31 provides that 
when the I st da;/ for registration of 
voters falls on a .Sunday or holiday, 
the preceding day shall be the flaal 
day. 

"As to the power of the Mayor to 
remove a rcgist."ar of voters, your 
learned corporatioij counsel liki juri*- 
diction to advise you and I respcct- 
f :lly refer you to him."

P. M.— Will Be Escorted to City Hall and 

To State House and Feted in Evening 



The Bay state's transatlantic lliers, 
Russell Boardman and John Polando, 
will come home today to be formally 
greeted by city and state. 

They will ride in the positions o£ 
honor in a psradc through the down- 
town streets, be guests at a Umcheon 
and dinner given In tribute to their 
record-breaking flight to Turkey, and 
receive the acclaim of thousands along 
the parade route and at night exercises 
in Columbus park. 

Just one condition — the weather — 
stands as a possible barrier between 
the pilots of the plane Cape Cod and 
the holding of the reception today. In 
the event of rain, or a morning decid- 
edly unfavorable for flyinjs, Boardman 
and Polando will remain in New York 
and the round of welcoming events 
will be postponed until tomorrow. 

While the Massachusetts fliers were 
being greeted In New York yesterday, 
the Boston reception plans ran against 
a temporary snag when the Boston Mu • 
.slcians Union, through it.'! president, 
George Gibbs, protested to Mayor Cur- 
ley against participation of the fire de- 
partment band in tomorrow's program. 
The final conclusion of the affair 
was the complete withdrawal of the 
fire department musicians from the 
parade and the evening exercises. The 
mayor refused to replace the fire de- 
partment band in the noon parade with 
a imion organization, but conceded to 
substitute a union band for the fire- 
men at the Columbus park concert. 

Although Gibbs insisted that partici- 
pation by the firemen's band and the 
band of the UOth cavalry, Massachu- 
setts National Guard, would deprive 
union musicians of work, Mayor Curley 
remained adamant in regard to the na- 
tional guard unit.

A brief stop will be 
made at the Chelsea police station, 
where Mayor John J. Whelan will wel- 
come the airmen. 

At Haymarket square, detachments of 
United States marines, posts of the 
American Legion, Veterans of Rireign 
Wars and the Spanish War Veterans 
will await the fliers. The mounted band 
of the 110th cavalry will be the only 
musical unit in line. 

With this escort. Boardman and Po- 
lando will first be taken to City Hall, 
which has been flag-decorated for the 
event.

Russell N. Boardman and .lohn L. : 
Coiando, whc-se nonstop flight from New 
York to Istanbul, in Turlioy, cstabll.shcd 
a world record for distiince, returned 'o 
Boston today to be met with the lienrtfo't 
greetings of relatives and close frlenN 
and also to undergo the pomp and cerc> 
mony with which America is wont to 
greet its heroes of the air. 

Leaving Newark, N. J., at 10,30 o'clock 
this morning their orange and black Bel- 
liinca monoplane, Cape Cod, swung in 
over the East Boston Airport at 12.26 
o'clock, after being In sight in the south- 
western sky for five minutes. It was 
escorted by four other Bellanca "ships ' 
carrying friends and relatives of Board- 
man; three National Guard planes, which 
took off earlier in the day to escort the 
flyers, and three I'nlted iUates Army 
pursuit planes which had been circling 
over CJreater Boston for half an lio'iv 
and which fell in behind the others.
